No distinction is made for age, sex or 
condition. 
The prisoners, so soon as 


they are landed, are sorted according 
to their rigor of the punishment 
to 


wh'ch they have been condemned. The 
lesser criminals, chained and logged to 
guard against possible escape, are giv- 
en occupation above ground as tillers 
of the still or prison attendants, sub- 
ject to the petty whims and cruelty of 
subordinate ollicials. 
Unceasing toll, 


curses, semi-starvation, the "plot," n 
terrible 
loaded 
whip, is henceforth 


their daily lot; but it is a bed of roses 
compared with tin- future condition of 


the. 
more 
unfortunate, 
degenerates, 


thoso guilty of real heinous 
crimes, 


and those whom Russian otlicialdom 
fears even more, political malefactors. 


These prisoners, so soon as they are 


landed, are assigned to a distinctl/e 
number and huddled pell-mell, like a 
horde of wild beasts, Into one of the. 
gaping holes In the 
mountain sides. 


From that day until death fortunately 
relieves their sufferings they are con- 
demned to a life of the most abject 
misery, degradation and hardship. The 
vast subterranean 
channels become 


populous avenues of wild-eyed, frantic 
maniacs.

Panama, nnd for our share of the cost 
of a lighthouse on the coast of Moroc- 
co. The Bureau of American Repub- 
lics, although obviously 
confined lo 


this hemisphere. Is an Important Inter- 
national organization. The Postal Un- 
ion, which has Its headquarters 
In 


Switzerland, Includes most of the na- 
tions nnu colonies of all continents. 
Quick communication, In bringing the 
nations nearer together, makes it de- 
sirable for them to do many things In 
common; they thus profit by a certain 
unity of plan aud harmony of opera- 
tion.
